MELIKOFF. 


The New Military Dictator of Russla. 
[From the New York Tribune. ] 

Gen. Loris Melikoff, who is now the Mili- 
tary Dictator of Russia, isthe son of an Ar- 
menian merchant, and began his military 
career as an officer in a hussar regiment in St. 
Petersburg. His talents were recognized by 
| Mouravieff, the Governor-General of the Cau- 
casus; but until the opening of the campaiga 
of 1877] be had never had an opportunity to 
handle a large body of troops, or to learn the 
science of war in the open field. He was 
selected, however, as the commander of the 
principal column which invaded Armenia 
from the line of the Caucasus, and inthe end 
justitied the sagacity of the Russian War 
Wftice. The plan of campaign which had been 
adovted by the headquarters staff was excecil- 
ingly brilliant, but it was based upon the 
nominal rather than the Available 
strength of the army. If the 170,000 men 
called for by the estimates had been ready 
for active operations, the concentric move- 
ment of three columns upon Ki zerum would 
have resulted in aspeedy and overwhelming 
triumph. But the nomunal strength of the 
army Was scarcely 100,000 men, and neither 
Melikoff’s patience nor Tergukassok’s 
courage could compensate for the default in 
the original estimates. Ardahan was carried 
by storm, Kars was invested, Muhktar was 
forced back to the mountains, and the ap- 
pearance ofthe Bayazid column on the flank 
was anxiously awaited. The Turkish com- 
mander, atthe critical moment, took advan- 
tage of shorter lines of communication, and, 
vv weakening his center, massed his forces 
against the Russian left wing. Melikoff at- 
tucked the enemy in front, and, after a severe 
repulse, retreated toward Kars. The left 
wing, after winning a victory at Zaidikhan, 
was forced to retire and re-establish its com- 
munications with Erivan. The investment of 
Kars and Batum was abandoned and Melikoff's 
campaign seemed to have ended midway in 
disaster. 

Although it was reported that Melikoff had 
been removed from command in digrace, the 
Grand-Duke Michael was willing to give him 
A chance to retrieve his reputation. He re- 
sumed operations about the middle of Aug- 
ust, two months after the retreat from the 
mountains and lost one of his advanced posi- 
tions. ‘The Russian forces were then concen- 
trated and heavily reinforced, and by bril- 
liant generalship Mukhtar’s army was cut in 
two. The battle of Aladja was an over- 
whelming victory for the Russians, and the 
victorious commander lost no time in follow- 
ing up his success. He pursued Mukhtar to 
Kars, andagain defeated him at Devo-Bo- 
vun. The storming of Kars on November 18 
was the most brilliant achievement of the 
war. Althougha night attack upon Erzerum 
was repulsed, the town was closely invested, 
and by this series of successes the Russians 
were virtually masters of Armenia. 

Melikoff is a handsome soldier, with black 
curly hair, large, dark, sparkling eves, a some- 
what bronzed complexion, and features which, 
without being quite regular, are comely and 
retined. He is of middle stature, of a slight, 
nervous structure, and spare person. His 
manners are polished and extremely affable, 
while his conversation is lively andeasy. He 
has been one of the most successful of the 
Military Governors who have been invested 
with supreme power in their districts during 
the last vear. He is a man of great and varied 
accomplishments. In addition to his native 
language, Armenian, he is familiar with and 
speaks Russian, Turkish, Persian and French, 
but is ignorant of German and English. He 
wak a great favorite with his soldiers. He 
Visited them in their bivouacs, tasted the 
soup, and inquired after their comfort. He 
took especial care of the sick, frequently in- 
specting the field hospitals and ambulances. 
At the same time, he was a strict disciplin- 
urian, and required from all, and particular- 
lv from the non-commissioned oflicers of his 
army, a punctual performance of their duty. 
liis age is fifty-seven.

CHEVALIER WIKOFF. ‘ 


A Book of Reminiscences—Some Cele- 
brities Discussed. 
From the New York Herald. lIst.!| 1 

The White Star steamer Germanic, which 
arrived yesterday morning, brought here 
among her exceptionally large list of passen- 
gers for this season ofthe year, numbering 
not less than 135—the Viscount ae Galard, the 
Baron Martin du Nord, the Marquis de Canolle 
and Chevalier Henry Wikoff, that veteran 
American traveler, author, diplomatist and 
citizen of the world. When the Herald's 
emissary boaided the Germanic at Quarantine 
the tall and sturdy figure of the Chevalier, en- 
cased ina bandsome blue overcoat and with 
bis neck encircled by a bright blue handker- 
chief, was easily tobe picked out from the 
rest of tbe passengers. For a man 
whose reminiscences of an active and 
even prominent part in the world date 
beck nearly forty-five years the Chevalier 
looks wonderfully youthful and vigorous. At 
a casual glance he would be taken for a re- 
markably wel!-preserved Englishman of sixty. 
His face is entirely smooth, with the excep- 
tion of very short, trim, close-cropped, half- 
suppressed Whiskers (in wLich even a soupcon 
of **mutton-chops’’ has been — nip- 
ped in the bud); his gruy- blue eyes give abrigat 


| and penetrating glance, and his large, boldly 


cut features, and the ruddy hue of bis coun- 
tenance are still expressive of animation and 
energy. The Chevalier’s speech and manner 
are those of an American who, by long resi- 
dence abroad and contact with people of all 
countries, has lost all native peculiarities; but 
if he may be considered as belonging to any 
particular class at all it is to that of the Ang- 
licised American, whose style and accent 
show that, while he has acquired something 
from John Bull, he has not altogether forgot- 
ten Uncle Sam. 

‘What is the special object of your visit to 
New York?’? was the first query. 

J have come bere principaliy to bring out 
my new book, Remiuiscences of an Idler.“ It 
is an attempt at an autobiographical review 
of what hus certainly been a very active life, 
and-I shall venture to bring out the first vol- 
ume by way of an experiment. That will 
lead upto my first experences, travels and 
intercourse with well known bistorical per- 
sonages up to 1840. If this first volume suc- 
ceeds—and, I repeat, itis purely à venture— 
in pleasing and interesting the public I shall 
follow it up with a second, embracing the 
period from 1840 to 1860, and then possibly 
witha third, coveriog tne lasttwenty years up 
tothe present. I have already secured my 
copyright in England.’’ 

**Can you casually mention some of the 
topics of which vour first volume will treat?“ 

**I] shall give light sketches of the various 
countries in Europe through which I traveled 
and of the many noted personages and _ inci- 
dents belonging to my reminiscences of that 
time. Ishali havea good deal to tell about 
the birth of the Heraid and its first start 
into prosperity and greatness, with all the 
circumstances of which I was personally 
familiar. While attached to the American 
Embassy in London—when Mr. Andrew Ste- 
venson was Minister—I was present at a court 
ball ordered by William IV.on the occasion 
of the Princess. Victoria attaining her 
majority, and I attended the first levee held 
by her.” 

**What impression made she at that time?“ 

She made already, then, the impression ofa 
yourg woman of great dignity and considera— 
ble force of character.’’ 

And vour Parliamentary reminiscences?” 

‘*‘] was present when Disraeli made his 
first speech in Parliament in 1838, and when 
the Radicals, or Whigs, as they were then 
called, tried to put him down because he had 
gone over to the Tory party. I also witnessed 
Gladstone’s first appearance in the arena of 
Parliament. No one would have thought then 
that hey would become the Prime Ministers 
of Eugland.““ 

— LADY BULWER’S TROUBLES. 

ou knew, also, many literary and artis- 
tic celebrities of thattime, Chevalier, did you 
not? 

es, | knew among others intimately Sir 
Edward Bulwer, the novelist, afterward Lord 
Lytton, and Lady Bulwer, his wife, aud quite 
a chapter in this volume will be devoted to 
their matrimonial troubles. You know they 
hved unhappily together, then separated, and 
there was much trouble and ill-feeling between 
them; so much so that Lady Bulwer, after 
the separation. being herself a gifted writer, 
of no mean ability, published a novel— 
»Chevely; or, the Man of Honor’—which was 
supposed to be a satire on the character of 
her husband. She complained that he had 
given her a very small and insufficient allow- 
ance, andin her manifold troubles at that 
time placed her gause in my hands and looked 
to me for guidance and counsel. A 
curious incident occurs to me in 
this connection, set forth fully in 
my book. While J was in Paris I learned from 
Lady Bulwer that a man had approached her 
maid and offered her a handsome bribe if she 
would allow him to enter her lady’s boudoir 
witha view of searching for any compromis- 
ing letters that hemight find there. It ap- 
peared upon investigation that the man acted 
under instructions from Henry Bulwer, a 
brother of the novelist, who was a Secretary 
of the British Embassy in Paris at that time. 
Upon my advice the maid was ordered to feign 
consent to the detective’s proposition, and 
while searching among the letters in Lady 
Bulwer’s boudoir he was arrested. He was 
afterward tried, but the case was dropped be- 
fore a verdict was reached. I shall publish 
some of Lady Bulwer’s letters to me oa the 
subject of ber troubles, which will be found 
highly interesting and piquant.” 

FANNY ELSSLER. 

„What other celebrities will you touch up- 

„Well, I shall have a good deal to sav about 
Fanny Elssler and my trip with her to this 
country. ‘There has been a misunderstanding 
as to my true position to Fanny Elssler. Some 
have thought that I brought her to this coun- 
try as a manager, and that the trip was aspec- 
ulation, while others have tried to represent 


me as her lover. I shall for the first time re- 


veal how I happened to become so intimate 
with her, and what was really my true position 
to her.“ 

And may I ask what it was?“ 

**Let me pony the curiosity of the publica 
little to tind out what it was,’’ the Chevalier 
replied, with a smile and the keen instinct of 
an author. Fanny Eissler was not only the 
greatest dancer of her time, but a most beau- 
tiful and accomplished woman, of augelie dis- 
position and the highest breeding. She is 
stillliving in Vienna. A chapter of my book 
w: il be devoted to her relation with Von 
Gientz, the great Austrian Minister of State 
and coadjutor of Metternich, who, though a 
ripe statesman of sixty, fell ardently in love 
with Fanny Elssler, then a mere child of six- 
teen. I shall also publish some of his 
letters to Mme. Varnhagen von Ense, the 
Mme. de Stael of Germany, which have been 
much admired for their chastity And eleva- 
tion of thought and beauty of diction. The 
orignals were in German, but I had them 
translated into English by Mrs. Grote, thst 
highly gifted woman who died a year ago, the 
wife of Mr. Grote, the celebrated historian of 
Greece. I shall have also something to say of 
Forrest, the great actor, whom I knewinti- 
mately; Grisi, the Countess Guiccioli, with 
whom I had a most interesting conversation 
on Byron, and many other interesting person- 
ages.

The thing 
was a failure, for the reason that the music 
was of therolling-mill variety, and in order 
to suit the rhyme the key-word America had 
to be pronounced Ameri-caw. Mr. Gilmore’s 
ambitious work has been overshadowed by 
the production of a symphony by Prof. 
Phelps, of New York, entitled, Emanci- 
pation.”? The object of this composition is to 
tell the story of the African negro’s 
life in this country. At the outset 
the orchestra describes in adagio non trappo 
the long night of bondage and the cries of the 
oppressed. After this there is a passage in 
allegretto moderato, giving plantation songs, 
dances, ete., which is descriptive of the 
lights and shadows of slave life, expressing 
the emotions and characteristics of the Afri- 
can iace in the mournful and grotesque 
rhythms in dance forms. The third move- 
ment, in allegretto, describes the slave girl’s 
dream, and the composer undertakes to de- 
pict tne unrest and aspirations of a young 
woman longing for liberty; the fourth move- 
ment, in allegretto agitato, portrays the final 
arbitration of arms, the war of artillery, the 
rattle of drums, the explosion of musketry, 
the conflict of the opposing principles of 
freedom and slavery, and in the finale, the 
death of Lincoin is portrayed as indicated bv 
a wild episode of universal grief. The next 
movement gives a funeral march, 
and the symphony ends with Whit- 
tier’s hymn entitled ‘*Laus Deo, sung 
by a sweet contralto voice and  cho- 
rus. This is undoubtedly an attractive 
piece of music. We have seen nothing which 
impressed us so much in outline since John 
Pheonix wrote his account of Jabez Tarbox’s 
Ode Symphonie entitled The Plains,“ in 
which it was declared ‘‘i/ frappe toute chose 
perfaiiment froid.”? In this remarkable pro- 
duction the latitude of the scene, 115 degs. 
longitude W. and latitude 3% degs. N., is 
beautifully described by a long, tepographi- 
cally-drawn note from an E flat clarionet. 
The sandy nature of the soil, sparsely 
dotted with cactus and artemisia, with 
an Indian village in the distance, is depicted 
by a few skillful blows on the bass urum. A 
solitary antelope, picking up mescal beans in 
the foreground, is pictured by a dozen soft 
notes on the picolo. The arrivalof an emi- 
grant party and the noise of unpacking and 
preparing for supper is told in musical num- 
bers so graphically that at one point during 
the representation of the symphony a lady 
who was listening detected the frizzling of 
pork on the fire, and exclaimed, There, 
that pork’s burning,’’ Whena few notes of 
the guitar described the removal of the pan 
from the fire and the extinguishment of the 
blaze, the lady almost fainted with gratifica- 
tion. Story-telling by means of music is a 
grand art, but it is a great advantage to know 
something about the story before the surging 
of the orphcleides and bassoons begins.

If he is nominated it will be beeause his party 
thinks Blaine cannot be elected. If the elec- 


tion was asure thing, Blaine would be put 
through on the first ballot.’ 

M u do not think it a sure thing?’’ 

‘*No. Yet I .bink the people may see such 
dangers ahead, as in the electoral count, that 
they might all go one way, and possibly elect 
Grant by a bigger majority than in 1872. He 
has that powerfulally that always walked in- 
visibly by his side, Business Necessity. It, 
at least, is not afraid of a third term. It iv 
in favor of as many terms as will continue 
prosperity.“ 

„But how about the German vote? 

»The Germans do not aspire to be aliens 
in this nation, as they would 
soon — voting in a mass, like negroes or 
the Irish. They are lovers of freedom, but 
also of victory. If they see Grant probable to 
be elected they will vote for him. If they see 
their interests likely to lie in his election, they 
wil] not stand on dogmas. I remember that 
in 1864, when I lived in Germany awhile, Bis- 
marck was execrated by his nation. But as 
soon as he beat the Austrians they liked him, 
and when he beat the French they adored 
him. I cannot see the least antipathy between 
Grant and the Germans, except in the case of 
Gen. Schurz. He has been given high p!aee by 
a Republican administration for four years, and 
I think he would be a fool to lose what he 
needs most—the reputation for stability—by 
stabbing his partyin the back. He cannot 
always have office. There are other Germans.“ 

What of the Democratic nominee?’’ 

e was struck with a remark made to me 
yesterday 5 ex-U. S. Senator Hitch- 
cock, of Nebraska, a Republican. He said: 
‘I think our greatest danger in the Republi- 
can party will be by the Democrats nominat- 
ing some such business man as Henry B. 
Payne or Hugh J. Jewett.’ IIitchcock isa 
deliberate, eautious man. The same idea 
has beenin my mind eversince the business 
boom commenced. By putting up a typical 
business man the- Democrats leave the Re- 
publicans nothing but politics, and sectional 
politics, too. One interest absorbs every- 
thing to-day: the commercial revival. It 18 
floating off encumbered real estate, making 
old assets valuable, calling in emigration and 
raising the new generation out ofits resent- 
ments. Let the party which for twenty-four 
years has been in the opposition mount upon 
the boom with a leader who can consisteatly 
wave the white flag inscribed Confidence and 
no more sectionalism!’ 7’ 

‘‘Which of the two men named, 
Payne or Jewett, would run the best?’’’ 

**I think Jewett. He is something of a mas- 
ter mind. Both Jewett and Payne are de- 
feated candidates for Governor of Ohio. Payne 
was defeated by Chase in 1857 on a close vote, 
when a little more energy would have elected 
bim. Jewett, who is a more positive, aggres- 
sive man, took the nomination about 1861, 
merely to keep the Democratic party in Ohio 
from disbanding, as was the advice of men of 
Mr. Payne’s fibre. Though overwhelmingiy 
defeated, Mr. Jewett’s race led to a great 
Democratic victory the ensuing year. No- 
body canlook at Jewett without seeing the 
spritand style of Henry Clayinhim. His 
face is like his nature, symmetrical. With the 
tone of the |magistrate he invites counsel and 
yet has none of Tilden’s procrastination. His 


overnment of the Erie railrvad has 
een described to me by Mr. 
Blanchard, his assistant, who 


has a long railroad experience, as the perfec- 
tion of cabinet rule—inviting confidence, open 
to conviction, but with a noble judgment.

„think very highly of his principles and 
independence. He is the last link between the 
honor of old times and the good sense of our 
own. Honor without knowledge is a mere 
Don Quixote. Bayard has learned much by 
the war, but he has probably not the experi- 
ence and scope of such a magistrate as the 
nation now needs. His State has never rati- 
fied a single amendment, I am told, to the 
Constitution, and be has no influence over the 
prejudices even of that little State. Should not 
a Bayard have led at least a part of the new 
public opinion there before taking control of 
the new nation’s public opinion’ I heard the 
celebrated speec of Bayard in June, 1861, at 
Dover in favor of peace and reported it, and my 
recollection isthat he said nothing not war- 
ranted by eonscientiousness.
